WILL NOT SELL LIQUOR 

Philadelphia, Aug. 24.—N. W. Ayer 
A Sou, Iiic., nationalU known adver¬ 
tising agency of I’hihideltdiiii, has can¬ 
celled its advertising coniracr with 
Canada Drv Ginger -He, Inc., because 
the company will sell beer and whisky 
after repeal. 

That was revealed yesterday by Wil¬ 
fred IV, Fry, president of the agency. 

He predicted Unit the return of 
liquor will "divert an Important share 
of America’s mass ptirclnislng laiwer 
from es.seiitial coinmodilies.’’ 

Pointing out that his company long 
ago adopted the policy of not ailver- 
llsing alcohol. Fry said: 

'Tn Ihe ca.se of a client who manu¬ 
factures or distribnics alcoholic latver- 
ages. Ibis would create for ns an im¬ 
possible silnation, since we would tlii-n 
he in the iiosition of making hleolad 
attraitlvc to Ihe yonlh of this country. 

■'Furthermore, w.- do not wish to 
classify our clients with ihc liipior 
hiislness. 

''This has been lair policy since Ihe 
last ccnliirv. We believe In it so com¬ 
pletely lhat we have cancelled a ten 
year old agreement with Canada Dry 
Ginger .Me following ihal clleiil's de¬ 
cision to engage in Ihe nniniifucture 
and dlstrihiilion of beer and whisky 
after repeal. 

“We regret Ihe conilitlon wlilcU ne- 
cessltiiled this step, hut on a strictly 
business basis we are certain we are 
right.” 

IT-y admitted repeal will bring many 
millions of dollars Into federal, state, 
and local treasuries, but declared that 
“this contribution, in tbo main, will bo 
made by that class of the public which 
can least afford It.” 

"'Tho moral questions In repeal can 
bo left out cntlroly,” bo said, “but 
from a purely business standpoint, wo 
still cannot see a very happy result 
In tho return of liquor.” 

“Tho liquor business has not chang¬ 
ed. AVhen tho 30th state has boon 
lined up, it will bo run by tho same 
old crowd In tho same old way.”

O ccasional picnics arc so much work that women often dread them. 

It is when wc arc ill constant readiness for them that picnics become 
the easiest way, and one of the most enjoyable methods, of serving meals. 
Picnic preparedness means having a basket or hamper prepared with such 
picnicing necessities as one or more thermos bottles, salt and pepper shak¬ 
ers. a supply of paper tablecloths, plates, napkins, inexpensive or old cups, 
tablespoons, teaspoons, .\ftcr each picnic, dishes and thermos arc washed 
and replaced in the hamper with a fresh supply of paper plates and all is in 
readiness for the next picnic. With such provisions, a picnic may be dc- 
dccided upon at the last minute. Foods ready-to-.serve arc gathered to¬ 
gether.

The Public's Part 

Our people must be brought lo real 
Ize that the welfare ot our country de¬ 
pends upon its hanking system, that ' 
the strength of the banking system de¬ 
pends upon the public's faith and 
understanding and the vast majority of 
banks, becau.^e ot faUbful service reii 
dered, even through the whole of this 
general breakdown, had the right to 
expect the trust and confidence of the 
people. 

In every great cata.itrophe, no mat 
ter what its nature, no matter what Us 
cause, someone inns', be crucified. The 
banker was this time selected, in the 
late 90's, pollllcal agitation started a 
tirade against the railroads.

Bankers Aiding Agriculture 

state asHoclalloiis of bankers In i 
many agricultural states are giving j 
time and financial support to eiicoiir- I 
ago practices among their farmers that i 
will bring about better farm results. [ 

The major aetlvIHos reported from I 
one slate to Hie .Yi ricultural Cominls i 
slon of tho American Bankers Asso ' 
elation which is nationally active In 
promoting this lino of cooperation nre 
as follows; j 

1. Drought relief work: Local banks j 
have played a vital part in this work, 
being represented on the county com¬ 
mittees for passing on all seed loans. 
These committees met practically 
every day during tho spring to pass 
on the loans in order to get as quick 
action as possible. A total ot 914 ap¬ 
plications were received and handled 
by one committee, 833 being granted. 

2. Four-Il Club work: Bankers 
helped stimulate 4-II Club work, financ¬ 
ing many meniliers who otherwise' 
could not have enrolled. They also ^ 
helped finance fifteen 4-11 Club dele¬ 
gates to the state club convention. j 

3. Livestock feeding: The banks co¬ 
operated with the Exleusioii Service 
in the stale and the railroads in in ^ 
creasing tho amount ot livestock feed 
ing. Assistance was given the feeders 
In securing finances for their feeding 
operations. 

4 . Crop Improvement: Tho hankers 
took part In the crop standardization 
program ot the Extension Service and

A NYONB who observes the course 
followed by n piddle ofllclal who 
Is elected to olTlco can hardly fall to 
arrive nt the conclusion, eventually, 
that there Is one characteristic com¬ 
mon to nil of them, namely, a desire, 
nn In.sntinblo determination, to be vin¬ 
dicated for whnt they have done. 
That really Is the Important fnctor In 
the career of any politician, and he or 
she charts n course accordingly. 

Tlicre Is no higher exemplification of 
this spirit to be found anywhere than 
among the representatives who con¬ 
stitute the house. There may ho a 
few Individuals, Indeed, there must be 
some, who fall to keep a weather-eye 
on the trend of the sentiment In their 
districts, but the number Is negligible 
when compared with the total house 
membership of 43.5. Frefiuently, one 
hears loud pronouncements of Inde¬ 
pendence on the floor of the house, 
vociferous declarations that the folks 
"back home" have been misled by 
propaganda or by preachments from 
the opposition for ulterior purposes. 
But that very Independence Is the fin¬ 
est sort of nn appeal for vindication 
because It Is a simple attempt to Jus¬ 
tify the course followed, or to bo fol¬ 
lowed. 

But there really ought to be no 
quarrel with that procedure. Look 
behind It.” Certainly, after all, the 
majority of voters In a congressional 
district sent that Individual to con¬ 
gress. He la responsible to them. 
They know It, ns well ns he. When 
he goes wrong on Hie “burning Issue,” 
they retire him. Thus, they attain n 
responsiveness to their will. The rep¬ 
resentative’s vain desire for vindica¬ 
tion of his acts results In exactly the 
thing for which the house was cre¬ 
ated, n proper relleetlou of sectional 
and local vlcwisilnts, n melting pot 
from which emerges Hint thing which 
Is called "the will of the people." 

All of the nhove Is by way of say¬ 
ing that the house Is a highly sensi¬ 
tive body, pollticall.v. Receipt of mall 
from the home district over a period 
of n week, mail that deals with some 
particular question, has been known 
to change enough votes In the house 
to overthrow nn apparent strong ma¬ 
jority.

■instances, party leadership controls 
firmly, nltliougli rather easily. But 
party leaders meant nothing to the 
house after scores of Its members be¬ 
gan hearing from “back home" In op¬ 
position to the sales tax that had been 
recommended for passage by Its ways 
and means committee. Representa¬ 
tives of all shades of opinion were 
panicky. Why? Because they want¬ 
ed to have the voters vindicate them 
at the polls In the next election nnd 
they were not sure they could convince 
the electorate of the propriety of their 
course had they supported a direct 
tax on things we hiiv. 

A representative’s teiiii Is only two 
years. Once he Is eleoted. he neces¬ 
sarily must start solhlifylng the po¬ 
sition thus gained. He knows Hint op¬ 
position will be out there In the Ihdd 
all of the time, making hay while he 
stays In Washington, It may be In 
his own pollHcnl party or In nnother 
party. But It iisimlly Is tliere. Just 
waiting for nn option unity. 

Thus, the siiceessfiil ciindidate must 
look to his Iniirels from the start, and 
he usually does so by fo.stering legis¬ 
lation of particular henotlt to tils dis¬ 
trict. He has to choose a side, how¬ 
ever, on qiiostloiis of Importance to 
the whole nation, and on these tils 
ordinary course—nnd easiest—is to 
align himself with Ids political party. 
Yet oftentimes that course proves fatal. 

So the life of representatives dur¬ 
ing Ills two-year term Is Just one at¬ 
tempt after another to guess what the 
majority In Ids district desires. 

The desire for power seems to go 
hand In hand with the desire for vin¬ 
dication. It always has been said 
lliat, III poIUics, as in war, the spoils 
go to the victor, and the spoils ac¬ 
companying control of the house are 
worth considering from the standpoint 
of well hunt political fences out In the 
home illstrh't. The majority parly In 
the house, ns In tin" senate, gains Hie 
chulriimiisldps of all committees. It 
nieiins control of legislation; It means 
appointment of dozens of Job seekers, 
nnd It means a voice In mnimgonient 
of the party throughout the nation. 
Wltli that control goes the speaker¬ 
ship of the house, an honor of great¬ 
est * consequence to some tiicmlior of 
the majority party. It Is all a part 
of a great gaiiio called politics. 

Wlicn all things are considered, 
however; when all factors and Influ- i 
ences nnd causes and effects nre ' 
weighed, the scales appear to balance I 
In the side of benefit to Iho people. 
This spirit that seems to grip every 
man or wuiiiiiii sent to the house can¬ 
not be elindniitcd In our two party sys¬ 
tem uf government, but why should 
It be desiroyed when the sum total of 
Its effect Is to make representation 
possible for a people too mimerojs to ; 
get together In n town hall meeting. '
